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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


We present herewith as a part of our report, the detailed 
reports of the Treasurer, Superintendent, Music Teacher, 
and the School Nurse. A careful perusal of these several 
reports will give a splendid idea of the workings of our 
town school system. There has been a very fine spirit of 
co-operation shown us by the superintendent, teachers and 
parents, and we feel that our schools are being kept up 
to the standard required by the State Department. 

The buildings and other school property are being kept 
in good condition and we have not had to make many re- 
pairs this year. The outside woodwork of the grammar 
school building was painted and the old grammar school 
building was shingled. This building seems to be in good 
shape and has justified the expense of fitting it up into a 
gymnasium, for during the winter months it is in almost 
constant use by our boys and girls. Shower baths have 
been installed this year without any expense to the district 
at a cost of over two hundred dollars and adds very much 
to the equipment of the building. A small beginning has 
been made in establishing a Domestic Science department 
in the village school. Miss Alberta Smith, a graduate of 
the Keene Normal school, was engaged to act as a teacher 
and instructor in this new work, and she already has made 
a beginning which we hope to enlarge and improve on as 
fast as conditions warrant. 

The work in the manual training department was con- 
tinued, and Mr. Norman Collishaw of Exeter, N. H., was 
secured for this position. 

We are pleased to report that we shall be able to reduce 
the amount of money asked for in our budget for the com- 
ing year, by a substantial amount. without any detriment to 
the school work. All necessary supplies have been furn- 
ished during the year, and the cost per pupil for the Super- 
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visory Union of which Pembroke is a member, is only 
ninety-eight cents—the lowest cost per pupil of any Super- 
visory Union in the state. 

The transportation of pupils from the North Pembroke 
and Brickett school has been continued this year, and the 
closing of these two schools has resulted in a considerable 
savings to the district. Last fall Mr. Hartford purchased 
a new school bus, which is giving good satisfaction. 

We are always glad to receive helpful suggestions, and 
constructive criticism to the end that our schools may give 
to every pupil the best possible instruction and help to make 
them good, useful citizens in the community.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens: 


I herewith submit my nineteenth annual report of the 
schools of Pembroke, for the year ending June 30, 1931. 

There were maintained during the year, seven schools, 
for a school year of 37 weeks, with no change in the teach- 
ing force. 

The school enrollment was 217, with a daily average at- 
tendance of 95.85 per cent. 

The schools were in session on an average of 358 half 
days. 

HEALTH 


Hygiene, sanitation and physiology are taught in all our 
schools with emphasis placed upon pure foods, pure water, 
need of ventilation, and the evil effects of alcohol, nicotine 
and narcotics. 

Health inspection of the school children by our school 
nurse covers all contagious and infectious diseases and most 
of the bodily defects, seeking to equip our pupils with good 
physical development and vigorous health. The school 
nurse, Miss Douillette, by her fidelity and industry, has suc- 
ceeded in having many defects remedied and has had the 
hearty co-operation. of parents, physicians and surgeons. 


CHILD TRAINING 


The principal training-ground for the child’s mind is the 
home and the school. MHistory, pointing out that our pres- 
ent civilization has developed as a result of conflict and 
strife, shows that the problems and difficulties overcome by 
the child at home and at school, determine his behaviour, 
ambitions, and in fact the whole course of his existence. 

As in childhood the teeth and gums need hard food to 
chew and the muscles need resistance to work against, so 
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the child’s mind needs worthy problems and difficulties to 
contend with and conquer, both for his present happiness 
and future welfare. 

Parent and teacher should realize that it is the duty of 
the child to do the work, and their duty to direct how the 
work is to be done without waste of time and energy. The 
eatly New England home in which each member of the 
family had its daily tasks to perform, is a valuable lesson 
for modern parents to learn and to heed. 

The advice of a few educators,—(only a few), to assign 
only agreeable work to the child, is unwise and fallacious. 
The greatest happiness and success in life comes from the 
accomplishment of worthy deeds; as one noted educator 
said—‘‘in getting the thing done.’’ Unless the individual, 
through his own thought-process, gains knowledge, can he 
hope that this knowledge will serve him in his time of need. 


SCHOOL CONDITIONS 


The work in our schools is being well done. The teachers 
are industrious and are carrying out the state program of 
study with a well: planned daily time-table and are super- 
vising the conduct of the pupils on the playgrounds. 

The few disciplinary troubles, chiefly caused by the lack 
of home training and parental government, make the duty 
of the teacher more difficult, the school life of the pupil 
less pleasant and his work less efficient. 

The work in music and manual training was conducted 
successfully. 

The school board is deeply interested in the welfare of 
the pupils and is furnishing every means in its power for 
good schools. It is actively co-operating with the teachers 
and superintendent that the pupil may have such an edu- 
cation as will prepare him for complete living. 

Parents and citizens are invited to visit the schools fre- 
quently and parents are asked to examine carefully the 
report cards sent to them for their signatures. These cards 
are to inform the parent of the work done by the pupil, and 
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of his conduct; teachers will gladly explain any report not 
understood. 

In conclusion I express my appreciation for the co- 
operation and assistance given to me by the teachers, the 
school board and the citizens.
